The Oustric failure, and the rum- 


ors of scandal which accompanied it, 
are taking a prominent position in 
the political situation because of ac- 
cusations in the Radical 
Socialist 


newspapers that Raoul Peret, the 
former minister of justice in Tar- 
dieu's cabinet, received regular pay- 
ments from the Oustric company be- 
tween January and October, 1927. 


The same papers charg-- that Rene 


Desnare, the former ambassador to 
Rome, received money from the Ous- 
tric interests in payment for his 
services in listing Oustric stocks on 
the Paris exchange. These charges 
are to be investigated by a parlia- 
mentary commission. 


Laval saw former Premier Herriot 


this morning, and offered the radicals 
the portfolios of finance, agriculture, 
navy, and the colonies, as well as 
two under-secretaries of state. The 
offer was rejected by the radical 
leaders.

Professor Warren said, "and 
ap 


proximately this rate of 
increase 


has been going on for 
any years. 


"The acres of cotton in the Uni- 


ted States Increased very rapidly 
since the war owing to the fact that 
cotton has been relatively high in 
price, but the acreage of food and 
feed crops decreased one per cent 
from 1919 to 1929. 
"In the last 10 yea-s wheat has 


averagred 14.2 bushels *per acre in 
the United States. In the previous 
10 years, the average yield was 14.6 
bushels per acre. 
Corn yields per 


acre have increased slightly and oat 
yields have declined slightly. 


"For 1930, the department of agri- 


culture estimates that the yield per 
acre of the 17 principal crops 
is 5 


per cent less than the 10 year aver- 
age. 
Prices of food crops have de- 


clined from an index of 159 in Au- 
gust, 1929 to an Indes of 120 in Oc- 
tober of this year."

even if the viaduct is only 30 feet wide 
as proposed, will cost at least $20,000 
and no provision for an expenditure 
of this money was made in the esti- 
mates on .which the tax levy is based. 
The hope that the subway might be 
financed by the appropriation of $20,- 
000 which the county board made in 
November for improvement of South 
River street was destroyed when it 
was learned that the board specifically 
provided in the appropriation resolu- 
tion that the money is to be used for 
permanent improvement of E. South 
River street from John street to S. 
Lawe street. As the resolution is 
worded there does not appear to be SL 
loophole that will permit use of the 
money for building the proposed sub- 
way. 


But even if the mojtiey could be used 


for that purpose it is difficult to find 
justification for spending money at this 
time for a grade separation of such 
doubtful value. Granted that the inter- 
section of Lawe street and South River 
street does constitute somewhat of a 
traffic hazard, the traffic on the Lawe 
street hill is of such minor consequence 
that sufficient protection is provided 
by the arterial stop signs on South 
Lawe street. At no time, even during 
the height of the golfing season when 
a comparatively few motorists do use 
Lawe street as a "short cut" to the 
municipal golf grounds, is the traffic 
on Lawe street heavy enough to war- 
rant a. grade separation. 


This is due partly to the fact that 


_ there is a steep hill" on Lawe street 


and also is due to the fact that the 
street from the bottom of the hill to 
the Lawe street bridge winds around 
factory buildings and crosses sever- 
al railroad tracks, constituting a haz- 
ard much greater than that found at 
the top of the hill. Even if the grade 
is separated to eliminate the steep hill, 
the hazards of crossing numerous 
tracks and of following the winding 
street will prevent popular.use of the 
street., 


There might be some reason for the 


proposed grade separation if motorists 
could find any particular advantage in 
using the Lawe street route. It will 
serve very few residents as a short 
route to either the 
municipal golf 


course or the Lawrence college ath- 
letic grounds. For the vast majority 
of "the people in Appleton the John 
street or the South Pearl street routes 
are as advantageous for reaching ei- 
ther of these two places as the Lawe 
street route. 


WAGES GO DOWN IN ITALY 
Conditions in Italy must be a great 


'deal less roseate than the friends of 
Fascism have been claiming. Musso- 
lini's drastic program of wage reduc- 
tion, under which millions of workers 
and farmers are getting their incomes 
reduced from 8 to 25 per cent, is hard- 
ly a sign of good economic health. 


This program will involve a severe 


'test of the power of the whole Fascist 
regime. It is hard to imagine anything 
that would make a government much 
more unpopular with the tank and file 


of the citizens. If Mussolini gets away 
with it it will have to be admitted that 
he is firmly enthroned. 


It is interesting to note that his pro- 


gram is out of line with modern eco- 
nomic thought. Henry Ford, for in- 
stance, would say that this wage-re- 
duction plants the surest way on earth 
to keep prosperity from returning to 
Italy. And Ford is not exactly an am- 
ateur on the subject. 


THE SULTAN'S HEAD 


Floyd Gibbons has said in one of his 


late radio broadcasts that one of the 
greatest incentives to the driving at- 
tack of the American soldier in France 
was his desire for souvenirs. Now, 
those of the hobnail and tight-collar 
brigade may recall the overwhelming 
desire to be the proud possessor of a 
luger pistol, a spike helmet or a pair 
of field glasses, and should not forget 
the unholy glee they experienced in 
the sharp tactics employed in trading 
a hungry German soldier out of his 
iron cross for a hunk of bread. Had the - 
American soldier been permitted full 
sway in this longing for souvenirs an 
extra squadron of freighters would 
have been necessary to transport the 
stuff back to 'the land of the free. 


And now comes the British house of 


commons demanding, among other 
weighty matters, that Germany com- 
ply with Article 246 of the Versailles 
treaty which reads as follows: "Ger- 
many will hand over to his Britanic 
Majesty's government the skull of the 
Sultan Mkwawa which was removed 
from the protectorate of German East 
Africa and taken to Germany." This 
provision was included in the treaty 
because the tribe of Mkwawa believed 
the skull to possess magical properties 
and that its removal meant the loss of 
the bright star guiding its destiny.

Kentucky has demonstrated that 


group banking did not have the degree 
of excellence and worth claimed for it. 


Banco Kentucky, the holding com- 


pany in that state, was unable to hold 
up its own banks and failed in that 
first requisite of all holding companies, 
strength beyond the ordinary and cer- 
tainly beyond the usual list of bank 
stockholders. 


It is curious to know the method of 


pyramiding and interlocking that went 
on in this holding company. Banco 
Kentucky owned the stock of several 
banks throughout the state of Ken- 
tucky. Rogers-Caldwell Company, a 
concern in the business of floating; se- 
o 


curities, bought a large block of stock 
in Banco Kentucky. But Banco Ken- 
tucky, with the true chivalry of the 
blue grass region, turned right around 
and bought half of the stock of the 
Rogers-Caldwell company. Now, al- 
though Banco Kentucky has the paper 
title to the banks in its group, who in 
fact owns them and who owns each 
other? When Rogers-Caldwell bought 
an interest in Banco Kentucky, it cer- 
tainly was able to take that stock to 
any banks belonging to the group and 
borrow on it; and when Banco Ken- 
tucky wanted to buy stock in Rogers- 
Caldwell, thus gaining an interest in 
itself because of the stock Rogers- 
Caldwell had just bought in Banco 
Kentucky, the banks in the chain could 
hardly refuse a loan with Rogers-Cald- 
well stock since Rogers-Caldwell com- 
pany owned a large share in Banco 
Kentucky, which owned the banks in 
Kentucky. This sounds more- like a 
deal over in Shanghai or somewhere 
along the Yangtze-kiang river.

FALL OF JERUSALEM 


On Dec. 10, 1917, the British, tinder Field Mar- 


shal Edmund Allenby, captured Jerusalem from 
the Turks in what is called one of the master- 
pieces of military history. It marked the first 
time since the days of the crusaders that Jeru- 
salem was in the hands of Christian troops. 


Allenby had been sent from France, where he 


was doing valiant work against the Germans, 
to take charge of the forces in Egypt and Pal- 
estine. He arrived there in the autumn and im- 
mediately prepared to take the aggressive. 


By skillful preliminary maneuvers Allenby 


seized the port of Jaffa and so outwitted the 
Turks that they were tmable even to block the 
narrow mountain passes. Despite a stout Turk- 
ish, resistance almost at the gates of Jerusalem, 
the objective was gained with the surrender of 
the city. 


For the success of this brief but brilliant cam- 


paign Allenby was promoted to field marshal and 
raised to the peerage. He also Deceived a grant 
of 50,000 pounds. In 1919 he was appointed Brit- 
ish high commissioner in Egypt and held the 
post until 1925.

THE COST OF MEDICAL AND 


DENTAL CARE AND 


TREATMENT. 


Every day a few requests come 


along in the mail for good specialists 
who will give this or that treatment 
at a" "reasonable" price. Then there 
are usually a few requests for good 
clinics, 
hospitals or other 
places 


where special care for such and such 
cases or treatment for one thing or 
another can be had free of cost or 
at special low rates, owing to inabil- 
ity to pay. Still a stird class of in- 
quiries would have me name the fees 
for the treatment the writers seek. 
And finally somebody asks every 
little while whether such and such 
a fee or cost is fan- for such and 
such treatment. 
- ' 
- 


I can give no information about 


the costs of med'cal or dental care 
or treatment. 


So far as places of free treatment 


or care are concerned, I can't advise 
a correspondent whether he or she 
is eligible for such free care or treat- 
ment. That is a question which de- 
pends on the local ordinances o,r 
laws, and upon the particular rules 
Of requirements of the institution 
concerned. In general, a practicing 
physician in the patient's own neigh- 
borhood can best advise or if neces- 
sary arrange about such free care 
or treatment. In general, too, I can- 
not recommend free clinics, .from 
the patient's point of view, though 
they are fine places for young tyro 
doctors to get experience, and for 
young praticing doctors to cultivate 
possible pay cases. 


I take it that when I do recom- 


mend a doctor or a specialist or a 
hospital, the patron will receive fair 
treatment. That is as far "as I can 
go. Great guns, there are 9p,000 good 
doctors and specialists in the coun- 
try, and perhaps 40,000 not so good. 
I can't attempt to keep personal 
data on all »" these. The best I can 
do is scratch the doctor's name- from 
my list when I learn that he doesn't 
belong there. 


My data on physicians and special- 


ists are fairly comprehensive. Un- 
less a doctor has turned up his toes 
or taken a rap or something, within 
the last year or two, I generally 
have him pretty -well labelled. That 
is, if he has the misfortune to prac- 
tice in these United States. If he 
practices in Canada, that's all I 
know about him, as a rule. In Can-' 
ada doctors do not go in for special- 
ism so much as we do in Yankee- 
land, or if they do they don't holler 
so much about their special ability. 


I wish I could include dentists in 


my, er, service. But dentists are not 
doctors, I don't care if they do put 
on airs about the title. Of course 
they should be; the law should re- 
quire a 
complete medical course, 


then such special technical training 
as is necessary, for the practice of 
dentistry. 
Dentists 
assume 
the 


responsibilities of physicians or sur- 
geons. "Why should they not iave 
the same training—not something 
like it?

reau would eliminate duplication of 
effort, reduce expense and result in 
the better handling of unemployed 
men and women. 


Most of the men who discussed 


the matter are of the opinion that 
the city should direct the central 
bureau but there are various opin- 
ions as to TV here the headquarters 
should be located. JMajor Goodland 
has promised that he will appoint 
a special committee of .aldermen to 
call in the heads of employment bu- 
reaus now giving service and discuss 
•with them the various angles of 
establishing' a central bureau. 


Mayor 
Goodland 
immediately 


recognized the advisability of a cen- 
tral bureau. He said he had already 
considered the matter and had au- 
thorized "William Lyons, city poor 
commissioner, who is handling a 
city employment bureau on a small 
scale, to make an investigation to 
determine just how a central bureau 
could be handled by the city. 


SITUATION BETTER HERE 


Most; of the men who discussed 


the employment bureau were of the 
opinion that Appleton's employment 
situation probably is much 
better 


than some other cities in the state, 
but they admit that there is a. pos- 
sibility of the situation 
becoming 


worse. 


Karl MT. Haugen, of the Schlafer 


Hardware company, suggested that 
some civic organization make a sur- 
vey of the city to determine how 
many private citizens could find one 
day of work per week for a man. 
He pointed out that in this manner 
it would, be possible for a group of 
citizens in one block to employ a 
man full time, paying him a fair 
wage, and relieving at least one 
family. Mr. Haugen pointed out 
that 'employment of a man one day 
a week would 
enable 
citizens to 


have their cellars cleaned, ashes 
hauled away, wood chopped, garage 
work done and many other odd jobs 
and chores completed. 


To ^engage a man occasionally to 


do this work is expensive because 
he usually works but a short time 
and the employer feels obliged to 
pay at least a dollar for the service. 
That means he is paying a high rate 
per hour. 


It was Mr. Haugen's suggestion 


that some civic body should make 
this survey and then a central em- 
ployment bureau should be given 
the results and place men at work 
who really need jobs. The duty of 
investigating the worth of each ap- 
plicant's request would fall on the 
/central bureau.

WERNER FAVORS SURVEY 
George F. "Werner, general secre- 


tary of the Young Men's Christian 
association, said he believed a sur- 
vey should be made in the city to 
determine how many men are out 
of work. He said he thought this 
information \vas essential. Kenneth 
C. Corbett, secretary of the Apple- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, also said 
he thought a survey should be made 
and he suggested that the Appleton 
Trades and Labor council should 
sponsor the survey.

A communications service of the 


marine corps, similar to the naval 
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formed to care for the peculiar needs 
of the soldiers of the sea. 
Under 


the direction of Ben H. Fuller, com- 
mandant of the corps, it v ts learned 
today, this service is to be establish- 
ed. Heretofore the navy's facilities 
have been used. 


Called to quell a 
revolution in 


South America on an hour's notice 
or to traverse the great Pacific to 
protect American lives and property 
m China, the marines have unusual 
requirements for radio, varying w ide- 
ly from the peace-time activities of 
the navy's extensive organization. 
Consequent^-, the corps have evolved 
communications practices quite un- 
like those used either bj the arm} 
or the navy. 


USES NAVY FREQUENCIES 
It finally has been determined that 


the marine corps' needs best can be 
met by a communications organiza- 
tion of its own. The corps now op- 
erates oh frequencies allotted by the 
navy and 75 per cent of all marine 
message traffic are transmitted over 
circuits operated solely by the navy. 
The corps, however, operates four 
of the navy's radio stations on shore, 
following na\y procedure. 


Training of ladio personnel for 
te corps will be accelerated, and a 


special communications branch of 
the corps created. It is undei stood 
Exact details of the new organiza- 
tion are not divulged, but it is em- 
phasized that the set-up must be 
sufficiently flexible to follow the ma- 
rines whenever they happen to be 
over the globe. 


During the fiscal year ended, the 


navy sizzled with radio activity. In 
the annual report of the communica- 
tions service made public today, Cap- 
tain S. C. Hooper, director of the 
service, brought out that a total of 
18,777,960 original words were han- 
dled over naval radio for the var- 
ious departments of the 
govern- 


ment. Of this, 13,914 600 words were 
navy traffic and 4,863,360 
words 


were traffic for other government 
departments. He estimated that the 
savings to the government depart- 
ments through the use of naval ra- 
dio amounted to $729,504 during the 
period.

nasha dam, owned by the United 
States. 


"These (Isms Impound water in the 


Winnebago Pool, which consists of 
Lakes Winnebago, Butte des Morts, 
Wtaneconne, and "Poygan. Under a 
special act of March 3, 1875, 
the 


United States acquired the right to 
overflow riparian lands around this 
pool, paying therefor the sum of $592,- 
375.09, and by the various court de- 
crees awarding the damages acquired 
the right to forever maintain the Me- 
nasha dam at its present height. No 
definite height-of overflow for these 
riparian rights was stated. 


"At the time of the earliest decree 


three were no sluices in either the 
Menasha or the Neenah dams; since 
then the Menasha dam has been 
lengthened, and at the present time 
there are four sluices in this dam 
and 14 sluices in the Neenah dam. 


"In order to limit the extent of 


overflowag-e of riparian lands, sluic- 
ing is begun whenever necessary to 
prevent as far as practicable the lev- 
el of Lake Winnebago from rising 
more than 21 inches above the crest 
of the Menasha dam, this height of 
21 inches being mean high water for 
the years 1859-1886."
